Most of the tim e of the hones Friday, 
beyond th at occupied in the disoiirsion 
of tho civil service law, was devoted to 
a tta c k s upon a speech made by Mr 
Bim (Dem 
Tenn ) on Wednesday in 
which he furnished some figures of the 
pension office showing the num ber of 
applications for pensions filed by soldiers 
of the volunteer regiments engaged in 
the Spanish war to show that the north­ 
ern soldiers were more clamorous in 
th at regard than the southern ones. and 
attributing this to the debauching of 
public sentim ent in the north on the 
pension question. 
Mr 
Deal re (Rep. MA) raised the 
storm by a reference to tho*e ti fares 
and the statem ent th a t hundreds of 
M assachusetts 
soldiers 
who 
never 
smelled powder had applied for pen­ 
sions. 
This hronght out an indignant reply 
from Mr. Fitagerald (Dem. Mass.) who 
detailed the record of the M assachu­ 
setts volunteers in the late war. 
He 
was followed by others who defended 
the records of the sold'ers of the several 
states. 
Mr. H apbnrn (Rep. 
la.) vigorously 
as-ailed Mr. Sims. 
Considerable tem ­ 
per was shown. 
When the session opened the an ­ 
nouncement of the receipt of the cur­ 
rency bill from the senate was made 
,nd by unanim ous consent the senate

speaker appointed Messrs. Overstreet, 
of Indiana.Breams of Pennsylvania and 
Cox of Tennessee, conferees.
